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Foley Hall resident held at gunpoint

Two men tied up and robbed a 
male Foley Hall resident at gun- 
point in his room at 3 p.m. Tuesday. 

The student was reading on his 
bed with his door unlocked when 
two men entered his room. One of 
the men, armed with a revolver, put 
the gun to his head. The two men 
tied him up with his stereo cord and 
put a pillow over his head. The) 


took his backpack, wailet and a 2 
dollar bill. They also took his 
roommate's ski jacket and Levi 
jeans. His roommate was notin the 
room at the time. A fier the men left, 
the student untied himself and 
called the CSUS Police. He was 
unharmed except for burn marks 
on his wrist from the stezeo cord. 

The CSUS Police took finger- 
prints at the crime scene and are 
holding the stereo cord as evi- 
dence. Tworesidents of Foley Hall 
saw the twomenas they were leav- 


ing. 

“The two witnesses said they 
could identify the criminals if they 
saw them again,” said Cari Perry 
from the CSUS Police Depart- 
ment. 

Foley Hall resident advisers are 
telling all students to keep all doors 
shut to protect themselves and their 


property. 

“Chris, my R.A., toldus tokeep 
our doors locked,” said a female 
resident. “It’s not a comforting 
feeling.” 


Ronald Podesta, also a resident 
and a classmate of the victim, said 
he’s not afraid of this type of inci- 
dent happening again, but he too 
keeps his door locked."1 think the 
whole thing’s kind of ironic be- 
cause he’s a criminal justice ma- 
jor,” said Podesta, also a criminal 
justice major. 

This is the second incident in 
Folev Hall this semester. CSUS 
student K yle Marqus Johnson was 
arrested Monday, Sent. 17 on a 
$15,000 felony warrant and is 


being investigated in connection 
with the burglary of a Foley Hall 
dorm room. 

Johnson was arrested after a 
CSUS student reported cash stolen 
and identified Johnson, a resident 
of Foley Hall, as the alleged perpe- 
trator, Perry said. 

Johnson was also charged with 
possession of brass knuckles, 
which police found in his dorm 
room, according to Perry. 

Police have no suspects in the 
holdup case.

Aquatic Center break-in: inside job?

$540 in cash and $2,200 in checks were 
stolen from the CSUS Aquatic Center’s safe on the night of 
Sept. 11. 

CSUS police are still investigating the crime and have 
notarrested anyone, but are interviewing possible suspects 
CSUS police spokesman Carl Perry said. “The incident is 
still under investigation and no new information has been 
discovered,” Perry said. 

Craig Perez, director of the Aquatic Center, said he 
suspecis the burglar may be a current employee or a former 
employee of the Aquatic Center. 

“Tt had to be someone with keys to the center and who 
knew both the burglar alarm combination and safe combi- 
nation,” said Perez. 

The money was found missing on the morning of Sept. 
12 when employees, one by one, found the cash and checks 


missing. 

“It’s like when your apartment is broke. into and you 
don’t realize something is missing until you can’t find it,” 
Perez said. 

Employees looked around the office and tried to find 

for the missing cash and checks before calling 
the CSUS police at 10:30 a.m. 

Perez said he usually doesn’t keep that much money in 
the safe overnight but he didn’t think he was going to make 
it to the campus that day to deposit the money. The Aquatic 
Center was especially busy that day due to students paying 
for classes. 

“I didn’t want to take that much moacy home with me 
so I put it in the safest place,” Perez said. 





Perez also said he thinks the person who stole the money 
and checks didn't know of the large amount of cash in the 
safe.

Perez said. “When they opened the safe they discovered the 
money. It was a crime of opportunity.”

frat hazing incident 


(CPS) — University of Texas and Travis County officials are 
investigating a possible hazing case by members of the Pi Kappa 
Alpha fratemity after a student was found bound and gagged behind 
the fraternity Sept. 10. 

Police arrested two 18-year-old men, both apparently pledges 
of the fraternity. The man who was attacked, a mecaber of the house, 
told police he was sleeping in his bed in the house when a group 
of fellow fraternity members blindfolded him and tied him up. 

Texas law and university regulations both forbid hazing 
activities, said UT Assistant Dean of Swdents Glenn Maloney. The 
students involved could face expulsion, he added. 

“It’s not uncommon for this to happen here,” Maloney said. 

In 1988, a UT student died when he fell off a cliff while running 
from two fraternity members who had been trying to throw him in 
the pool of a sorority house. 

In an attempt to end hazing rituals, in which prospective 
members often are made to perform bizarre stunts to become full 
members of the fraternity, 10 greek organizations have abandoned 
pledging. Instead, when students join, they immediately become fuil 
members. 

In the past decade, more than 40 students have died in hazing 
rites. 

Last term, fraternity members at the University of Washing-

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Shuttle system transports students around town

The CSUS shuttle system, 
which is in its fourth semester of a 
five-semester pilot program, now 
services 1,859 students per day, 
according to Robert McQueen, 
coordinator of campus transporta- 
tion. 

Four shuttles are in operation, 
McQueen explained. The Campus 
Loop route runs every 15 minutes 
and stops at several places around 
campus. The second route travels 
between the 65th Street Light Rail 
Station and CSUS every 15 min- 
utes. The La Riviera route and the 
new Howe-Hurley route runevery 
30 minutes. All four routes wans- 
fer in front of the Administration 
Building. 

“The shuttles operate just like 
the city bus,” McQueen said. 
“They are on a first-come-first- 
serve basis.” He explained that 
they operate on set schedules, so 
there are usually no delay » at the 
stops, except when the buses are 
slowed by weather or traffic. 

Although there haven't been 
many complaints about the system, 
McQueen said he has heard 
complaints of not enough shuttle 
space to carry everyone. The peak 
or“rush hour” is between 7:30 a.nn. 








He would also like to see the 
shuttles run later than 6 p.m. 
However, lack of funds are again 
the . 

Darren Williams, a junior at 
CSUS, uses the shuttle every day. 
He agreed that there may be a 
problem with space availability. 
He said that there are sometimes 
more than 25 people waiting at a 
stop, although he did admit that it 
beats parking on campus.

Child Care Center 
proposes to accept 
80 more kids

Gail Healy, director of the 
CSUS Child Care Center, is pro- 
posing an expansion of the child 
care program on campus which 
would make room for 80 more 
children from a waiting list of 
hundreds. 

The existing child care build- 

ing would not actually be ex- 
panded; instead Healy is asking 
that the university donate tempo- 
rary buildings. 
The proposal is still in the 
consideration stage, according to 
Shirley Uplinger, associate dean of 
studem affairs. Uplinger is waiting 
for final figures on just how much 
funding the federal government 
will provide. She said that space 
availability on campus also needs 
to be considered. 

If the temporary buildings are 
donated, federal funds would be 
provided to renovate the portable 
buildings, explained Healy. She 
said that the funding would not 
provide for a new building. 





Healy said that the two pro- 
grams would have to be kept sepa- 
rate because their current program 
is state funded, and the new pro- 
gram would be federally funded. 
Both the state and federal programs 
have different guidelines and cri- 
teria. 

The child care centers would 
stil] have similar goals and expec- 
tations, however, the new proposal 
would primarily be for low-income 

Healy is in favor of the program 
because it will open 80 slots for 
new children. She explained that 
they have a waiting list of approxi- 
mately 300-500 applicants for their 
existing facility. Eighty perceatof 
the people on the waiting list would 
qualify for the subsidized program. 

Healy noted that many people 
do not attend coilege because they 
cannot afford the cost of day care, 
but this new program would make 
it possible for several individuals. 

Healy spoke of her current 
facility because it would be simi- 
lar in Operation to the proposed 
facility. She said that the child care

center has a mix of paid staff in- 
structors as well as student aides. 
Healy now employs about 15 in- 
structors with approximately 130 
CSUS student teacher’s aides. 
The center gives educational 
instruction to the children. Healy 
said that this is required by both the 
state and federal programs. 
“The appeal of the new program 


is that it provides an opportunity 
for students to get free child care 
and an educational boost for their 
children,” Healy said. 

Even though the existing child 
care center is not totally subsi- 
dized, approximately 60 families 
are able to bring their children in 
under state funding. The other 
families pay an hourly rate. 


Healy pointed out that even 
those families that pay an hourly 
rate are saving money. If a student 
casries 15 units of classes, they may 
only need child care for those 15 
hours of class time. 

Child care centers off campus 
are not set up tocharge on an hourly 
basis, so the cosis would be sub- 
stantially more for the students.

State schools better deal | | 
College costs compared

WASHINGTON — The cost of 
going to college is climbing faster 
than inflation on private campuses 
but not at state-supported public 
schools, a new survey shows. 

Forty private schools now 
charge more than $20,000. year in 
tuition, room and board. Seven 
have hit $21,000. But 78 percent of 
all four-year colleges still have 
tuitions under $10,000. 

The annual survey of college 
costs compiled by The College 
Board shows: 

— Average tuition at a private 
college is $9,391, up from $8,633 
last year. With room and board it’s 
$13,544, up from $12,557. 

— State college tuition aver- 
ages $1,809, up from $1,696. 
Room and board bring it to $4,970, 
from $4,715. 

—— Average annual tuition at 
two-year public colleges is up from 
$841 w0$884. 


— Vermont's Bennington 
College, total cost $21,550, has 
regained first place as the nation’s 
most expensive, after yielding the 
honor for two years to Massachu- 
setts’ Brandeis University.

State schools are holding costs 
down because governors and leg- 
islators are facing “extreme politi- 
cal pressure” todo so, said Richard 
Rosser, president of the National 
Association of Independent Col- 
leges and Universities. 

“We all face the same kinds of 
(operating) costs,” he said. “In their 
case, the decision is political” to 


meet more of the costs with state 
subsidies. 

Rosser said he is delighted that 
the private school increase is down 
froma last year’s 9 percent. “It’s a 
balancing act every year. How do 
you hold costs down without sac- 
rificing quality and access?” 

Of 1,156 schools in The College 
Board survey, 901 have tuitions 
below $10,000; 286 charge less 
than $5,000. 

“The tendency to focus on the 
cost of arclatively small number of 
high-priced colleges may lead 
students and parents to panic,” said

Costliest Ivy League schools 
are Brown, ninth at $20,851 and 
Yale, 10th at $20,820.

Student ‘right-to-know’ bili nears passage 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — The U.S. Senate passed its own version Sept. 
17 of a bill that would require campuses to make public hyw many 
of their smdents graduate, how many get jobs soon after graduation, 
and how many are victimized by crime while at school. 

The Senate version, however, includes an amendment dealing 
with student joan defaults that is not in a version passed by the House 
earlier in the year 

A conference committee will meet later this fall to try to write 3 
compromise version of the bill. 


Police arrest college partiers 

Police arrested 218 people —- mostly students — at two private 
parties off the Ball State University campus in Muncie, Ind. Sept. 16. 
Most of the charges involved illegal drinking. 

In Murfreesboro, Tenn., police also had to break upstudent parties 
celebrating Middle Tennessee State University’s football victory over 
Georgia Southern. 

The incidents were the most recent in a series of mass arrests of 
students at outdoor parties this season. Confrontations also have oc- 
curred at the universities of New Mexico, Southwestern Louisiana 
and Arizona, as well as at Bowling Green State University in Ohio. 





Campus crime fears spark big sales of security devices 


(CPS) — Fear of campus crime, spurred 
in part by the August murders of five colle- 
gians in Gainesville, Fla., has sparked brisk 
sales of security devices to students at some 
schools. 

“College communities are becoming 
increasingly aware of and concerned over 
the many dangers that face students on a day- 
to-day basis,” says Sean Tallarico, director 
of security and safety at Moravian College 
in Pennsylvania. 

As part of its new Operation Alert, 
Moravian has started offering “screaming 


flashlights” — portable flashlight/alarms 
that sound a high-pitched siren when a 
switch is pressed or when the carrying strap 
is pulled from its socket — to freshmen on 
a trial basis. At the end of the semester, the 
students can either buy it or return it. 

Nearby Wilkes University started offer- 
ing the “Alarm Light,” manufactured by 
Fields Enterprises in Kingstown, Pa., last 
year. 

State University of New York-Purchase, 
Syracuse University, St. Mary’s College in 
Maryland, and Cedar Crest College, King’s 


College and the Philadelphia College of 
Pharmacy and Science, all three in Pennsyl- 
vania, are also trying out the Alarm Lignt 
said manufacturer Matt Fields. 

“I'm very happy with it,” Tallarico said. 
“It’s a good safety thing for our students to 
carry with them.” 

Similarly, ZEI Corporation, a Miami- 
based firm, is selling a portable security 
alarm to students. 

“It gives these students the protection 
they need,” maintains designer Lincoln 
Zonn, who said University of Florida (UF) 


students snatched up 1 ,000 of his devices in 
one day. He’s aiso sold quite a few to stu- 
deats at Northeastern University in Boston, 
where a student was murdered last year. 

The murders of five students within three 
days in Gainesville the last week of August 
prompted widespread panic on the UF 
campus. Many left for home just as classes 
were starting. Some who stayed held large 
siumber parties for protection. The student 
paper, the Independent Alligator, suddenly 
got an infiux of ads for mace, tear gas and 
stun guns. 


Two blasts in campus chemistry buildings reported 


(CPS) — Two chemistry buildings, generally the most

said Grant Kepner, director of safety and security. 
A chemical fire caused more than $100,000 werth of 


fire-prone places on campus because of the science labs, 
were damaged by explosions soon after schoo! started. 

Chemical explosions in mid-September tempor-rily 
closed buildings at Hazard (K y.) Community College 
Purdue University in Indiana, canceling classes in both 
instances. 

At Purdue, a chemical compound drying in an oven 
exploded in a first-floor lab in the chemistry building, 
blowing a door off its hinges, shattering glass, damaging the 
oven and disrupting classes on the third floor. 

Nitrocellulose, commonly known as “gun cotton” or 
“flash cotton,” apparently caused the blast. It is acottonlike 
substance often used in magic shows and chemistry dem- 
onstrations to produce a brilliant flash of light. 

The compound was being baked in preparation for a 


chemistry show this fall. “Drying it is a normal process,” —

The fire broke cut ina chemical storage room when white 
phosphorous that had eaten through its protective container 
was exposed to air. White phosphorous, which is stored in 
water, ignites at about 30 degrees in moist air, and ata slightly 
higher temperature in dry air. The explosion occurredas fire 
spread to other chemicals. 

About 500 students, faculty and administrators were 
evacuated from the building, which houses classrooms and 
administrative offices. 

Concern that campus science labs may be unsafe isn’t 
particularly new. In recent years, labs ai StanfordUniver- 
sity and the universities of California at San Francisco and 
Southern California have been criticized for iax safety pro- 
cedures.

1 am a black 
man, paying out-of-state tuition, trying to 
hold down two jobs and every so often, 
worrying about the occasional acts of ra- 
cism on campus and in the country that 
people swear don’t happen. Crow, being a 
“Native German Scottish American,” nor 
Fucciilo may never have to experience the 
problems of having dark skin, slanted eyes, 
etc. Thanks to racism, I have to worry about 
getting and keeping a job and whether or 
not I lost it because of the color of my skin. 
For those reasons — and a few more I 
haven’t mentioned — I feel education is 
that serious and even though smiling is 
nice, it won’t get me my “American Dream.” 
I need my education. 

Finaliy, maybe Crow was correct in his 
assumption that I have an “us-against-them 
attitude.” Maybe I do believe in “looking 
out for number one.” In this day and age, 
how can you think otherwise? I am not a 
cutthroat but I do believe that if you don’t 
look out for yourself, no one will. For that 
one you blame society, Reaganomics, or 
whatever tums you on. 

I’m not trying to slight or insult any- 
body. I just choose to be realistic in my 
approach. I try to speak the truth at all cost, 
but I know that different people perceive 
reality in different ways. I can understand 
that. I may be a journalist, but I’m also 
human.

Pi Kappa Phi, one of CSUS’ 
thirteen fraternities, has continued 
the greek tradition with another 
exemplary community service 
project. 

In a jomit effort with Cal Trans, 
Pi Kappa Phi has begun its second 
semester with California's Adopt- 
a-Highway program. The Adopt- 
a Highway program, which is be- 
coming wide-spread throughout 
the state, consists of organizations 
volunteering to sponsor a portion 
of the highway in an effort to 
reduce highway litter. 

Early this year members of the 
fraternity heard of Cal Trans’ new 
innovative program. After corre- 
sponding several times, the pro- 
gram was under way. Cal Trans 
sent arepresenting to the fraternity 
meeting for initial training and 
instruction. The emphasis of the 
training was limitation of distrac- 
tion to motorists and personal 
safety. In addition, to the basic 
training, Cal Trans supplied the 
fraternity with safety vests, hard 
hats and orange garbage bags.
